Painter of Fine Ladies and “High Life” 
of Second Empire. 


Alfred Stevens died last week in the 
poor little flat in which he for some 
years vegetated in the Avenue Tru- 
daine, says London Truth. A Belgian 
by birth and early education, he became 
by choice a thorough boulevardier at a 
time when the boulevards were the lit- 
erary and artistic salon of Europe. He 
caught the dandyism of the clubmen 
who frequented Tortoni’s, the wings of 
the old Opera House and the Salle Ven- 
tadour. You can them driving 
themselves in mail and other phaetons 
in the paintings of Lami and J. lL.
